The Appellate Coart District Con- 
vention convened in Princeton on 
the 6th, and was organized with 
Judge Robbins, of Mayfield, as 
Chairman, and Mr. C. M. Meacbeni, 
of Hopkinsville, as secretary. 

The candidates were each placed 
in nomination, and the balloting be- 
gan. The first ballot was Qraee 60, 
White 34, Yeaman 28, Uishop 19. 
Twenty-four ballots were taken with 
that result, and the convention ad- 
journed until Saturday. 

When the convention assembled 
at 9:40 o’clock Saturday morning, it 
was evident that every etfort was 
lieing made by the combined forcea 
of the opposition to defeat Grace. 

The first baiiot showed op the 
same old score as the evening before 
— 60, 34, 28, 19. The next six 
bsllots were just the same. After 
this the opposition to Grtce began to 
compliment other prominent men 
present with votes. Various men 
were voted for, but Grace’s 60 stay- 
ed with him like a stone wail, until 
tile 29th ballot, when an adjourn- 
ment was had until 1 :30. 

Between this adjournment and the 
afternoon session there was caucus- 
ing, caucusing and cancusing. Yea- 
man’s friends said White and Bishop 
must come to him, he was the man 
to defeat Grace; White said he was 
the man, and Bishop’s friends said 
he was the only man who could defeat 
Grace. No combination could be 
made, liowever, that would carry 
ivith it enough votes to accomplish 
tlic downrall of Grace.

“sweeping” and had lieen carelessly 
bandit and prized. In short, it was 
much damaged and inferior and was 
not worth as much on the Engli^i 
market as the tobacco contracted for 
by >25.0(W. The suit was brought by 
Mr. J. G. Taylor, of Owensboro, Mr. 
Jarvis’ attorney.
